A Policy fo deeply founded in 
Wiſdom, and fo truly adapted to the 
Genius and Conſtitution of a free 
People, could not fail of producing 
- a Train of the happieſtConſequences ; 
and their annually paying with 
* Chearfulneſs, above Three Times the 
Taxes which in the laſt Century 
were paid with Reluctance, ay 
well be reckoned among the greateſt 
of thoſe Conſequences ; ſince it doth 
not only ſhew, what mighty Efforts 
this Nation is capable of making, but 
ſuggeſts ſomething that may be 
uſefu]

uſeful to Britiſb Miniſters of State; 
who. have uſually had eſpecial 
Regard to the Liberty of the Subject, 
and to Commerce, whenever public 
Exigences have made new Taxes 
unavoidable. 

But with Grief of Heart I ſee, 
a profitable Branch of Hritiſb 
Manufactury and Trade, already 
loaded with heavy taxed Licences, 
to authoriſe following the ſame ; 
although it ſeems to have been 
heretofore underſtood, that every 


Briton had an undoubted Right to 


exerciſe any lawful Trade, whereunto 
he had ſerved a regular Apprentice- 
{fp; and alſo, that the true Intent 
and Meaning of Licences, was only 
to prevent a hurtful Increaſe in the 
Number of Ale-houſes, Taverns, and 
other Places of public Entertainment;

which, without ſuch neceſſary 
Reſtraint from Law, might have fo 
multiplied, as to bring Ruin and 
Deſtruction upon many Thouſands 
of honeſt and induſtrious People. 

This is indeed the only Branch 
of Britiſh Manufactury, and Claſs 
of lawful Traders, as yet ſo loaded 
and reſtrained ; but much is to be 
feared from an intended Tax, which, 


though of a ſimilar Nature to other 


Taxes now ſubſiſting, may, if it 
takes Place, be productive of moſt 
prejudicial Conſequences; ſince a 
farther and heavy Tax, upon ſo 
great a Neceſſary of Life, as Beer 
is in this Country, cannot ' in the 
End fail of proving to be a Tax upon 
every Commodity and Manufacture 
produced or wrought in Great- 
Britain; j and would give ſuch a 
Wound

Wound to the Britifhh Woollen 
Manufactury, which is the Stay and 
Strength of this Nation, as may not 
hereafter be in the Power” of Peace 
to heal. | 

The Taxes which, before this 
War, were laid upon Malt and upon 
Strong Beer brewed for Sale, do 


amount, by the Barrel, to near the 


Money that a Barrel of ſuch Beer 
might have been ſold for, if thoſe 
Taxes had not ſubſiſted; and it is 
much to be lamented, thak a native 
Commodity and common Neceſſary, 


which Britons deem to be a Part of 


their Birth-right, ſhould, under ſuch 
Cireumſtances, be thought a proper 
Object for new Taxes, approaching 


in Amount, to all the former Taxes 


laid thereon; more eſpecially, as the 


preſent Taxes upon Sugar, which 


neither 
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( xiv ) 

neither is a native Commodity of 
this Kingdom nor a common 
Neceſſary of Life, do not much 
exceed One-Tenth Part of thoſe 
Prices for which the ſame is 
exorbitantly ſold; and though more 
Money might be raiſed for public 
Service, upon the unjuſt Part of 
- thoſe Prices, than there is Reaſon to 
expect from both the new Malt-Tax 
and the intended Tax upon Beer 9 8 
Ale. 

May all who have the Honour to 
ferve Your Majeſty in a miniſterial 
Capacity, take theſe important 
Affairs into their moſt ſerious 
Conſideration 3; and may Your 
Majeſty's pious Declaration, for 
ſupporting Religion and Virtue, 
ever be duly enforced by the Laws 
long fince made for the ſame wiſe

and good Purpoſes; altho' unhappily 


for a Time, thoſe Laws were rendered 
void and of none effect, by opening 
the Foundling-Hoſpital to receive

"INTRODUCTION. 


WERKMALCULATIONS of the Taxes 
"MC 2 paid by a private Family of 
M each Rank, Degree, or Claſs, 
ſeem to be of no other Uſe than to 
amuſe a few curious Men; fince any 
Perſon, who is defirous of knowing how 
much Money he pays for Taxes, may 
fatisfy himſelf without much Trouble, 
or Difficulty. 

Bur notwithſtanding the Facility of 
making ſuch Calculations, it is difficult 
for any Perſon to find out how much 
Money he pays in conſequence of Taxes ; 
and this Difficulty ſeems to have been 
increaſed by the Manner in which the 
Subje& hath been treated, by ſeveral 
Perſons who have written upon the 
Taxes of this Kingdom.

Tuzsz Perſons ſay, that the Money 
paid for Taxes, or in the increaſed Prices 
of Commodities, and of Labour, cauſed 


thereby, amounts to Twelve or Fourteen 


Shillings in the Pound, on the Incomes, 
or Expences, of the People of England: 
but how thoſe Perſons could find out the 
ſeveral Things which are neceſſary to 
aſcertain what Number of Shillings in the 
Pound are paid for, or in conſequence of 
Taxes, by all the People in this Nation, 
is to me a Myſtery.

Tur medium Rate of Expences of the 
People of England, hath likewiſe been. 
calculated by Sir Milliam Petty, and the 
before mentioned Mr. Ning. 4 

Sis William Petty calculated the 
Expences of each Perſon to be Seven 
Pounds a Year upon an Average. 

Mx. King calculated the ſaid Expences 
to be Seven Pounds Nine Shillings and 
three Pence a Year for each Perſon. 

AnD the Increaſe cauſed by Taxes, in 
the Prices of taxed Commodities, is rated 
by Dr. Davenant at double the Amount 
of the Taxes laid on them; for he ſays, 
* That where the Law puts One Penny 

« Duty, the Trader or Retaler, in his 
« Price, adds another for himſelf.” See 
Diſcourſe on the Revenues, Part I. Page 53. 

Now if any Perſon can tell which of 
the foregoing Calculations are right, or 
make other Calculations, whereby the 
Number of People, the Amount of their 
Incomes, or Expences, and the Increaſe 
cauſed by Taxes, in the Prices of Commo- 
dities, and of Labour, may be aſcertained; 


ſuch Perſon will be able to determine

bow many Shillings in the Pound, the 
Money paid for, or in conſequence of, 
Taxes, takes out of the Incomes, or Ex- 
pences, of the People of this Nation; but 
to do it without previouſly knowing the 
before mentioned Things, is impoſſible. 

Ir a Gentleman ſhould aſk how many 
Shillings in the Pound he pays for Taxes, 
out of his Income, or Expences, and any 
Perſon ſhould pretend to tell him, without 
knowing the real Amount of the two lat- 


ter, and his Manner of Living, &c. ſuch 


Gentleman certainly would not be ſatiſ- 
fied with what that Perſon faid ; becauſe 


his own Reaſon would inform him, that 


the Amount of his' Income and Ex- 
pences, and his Manner of living, are 
neceſſary to be known, in order to 
determine how many Shillings in the 
Pound he pays for Taxes: and if ſuch 
an Anſwer would be unſatisfactory in 
regard to a private Family, it certainly 
muſt be ſo when applied to a Kingdom. 
Car TAIN Graunt, Sir Villiam Petty, 
Dr. Davenant, and Mr. Ning, are univer- 
ſally allowed to have been very ingenious 
Men, and their nations and Writings 
have 
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have been of great Uſe in many Reſpects: 
but I apprehend that ſuch ſort of Calcu- 
lations are too flender a Foundation to 
build upon, ſo far as to aflert,* that Three- 
„ Fifths of every Man's Income, who 
« lives up to his Eſtate, is actually paid 
« in Taxes, to the Support of Govern- 
ment: including the Conſequences of 
« ſuch Taxes, in the advanced Price of 
* Labour, and of Goods univerſally :”— 
or, that Manufacturers, and Labourers, 
pay Fourteen Shillings for Taxes, out of 
every Twenty Shillings they gain by their 
Induſtsy, or Labour. 

WrarT Weight ſuch Aſſertions may 
have had with the Generality of People, 
I cannot pretend to ſay, but by what I 
have heard concerning them, they ſeem 
to be generally believed; and it was this 
that firſt put me upon thinking, whether 
ſome Way or other might not be found 
out, to know how much Money really is 
paid for, or in conſequence of Taxes: and 
whether it might not be done in ſuch a 
plain manner as to make every Man of 
common good Underſtanding, a compe- 
tent Tudge of the Matter, ſo far as relates 

to

to him or his Family; ſince it was eaſy to 
foreſee, that if only a few Perſons could 
tell whether ſuch Calculations were right 
or wrong, moit People would ſtill 
continue in doubt, or ſuſpect it was only 
an Attempt to impoſe upon them. 

Tux Recollection of ſome general Facts 
concerning the Prices of Living, and of 
Labour, fully ſatisfied me that the Pay- 
ments for, or in conſequence of, Taxes, 
could not poſſibly amount to Fourteen, 
or T'welve Shillings in the Pound, upon 
1 the Incomes, or Expences, of the People 

of this Nation; and it required but very 

little thinking to find out the ill Conſe- 
quences which either have attended, or 
may attend, a general Belief that the Pay- 
ments for, or in conſequence of, Taxes, 
take a much greater Part of each Perſon's 

Income, than he really pays. 

ASSERTING that the Payments for, or 

in conſequence of, Taxes, take Twelve, 
or Fourteen Shillings in the Pound, out 
of the Incomes, or Expences, of the 

People of England; is aſſerting in other 
Words, that they have no more than 

Eight, or Six Shillings in the Pound, 

out 
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(8) 
out of their Incomes, for their own 
proper Uſe and Benefit. 

AnD though aſſerting one or other of 
theſe Things doth not prove them to be 
true, yet will ſuch Aſſertions have the 
ſame Weight as Proof, with all Perſons 
who believe them; and the Effects 
thereby wrought, in the Minds of ſuch 
Perſons, will be the ſame in Quality and 
Degree, as if they were produced by 
Fatt inſtead of Fidlion. 

By ſuch Aſſertions, the Value of many 


Eſtates in this Kingdom may be depre- 


ciated in the Opinions of the Gentlemen 
who own them. 

By ſuch Aſſertions, People of the 
middle or inferior Claſſes, may be 
prevented from purſuing with Aſſiduity 
the Means to make future Proviſion for 
their Families. 

By ſuch Aſſertions, Induſtry may be 
ſlackened, and Labour diſcouraged, among 
Manufacturers and working People. 

By ſuch Aſſertions, People are induced 
to entertain unhappy Opinions concern- 
ing Government. 

By ſuch Aſſertions, and Inferences 
drawn from them, People have been made 

uneaſy 


3 „ 
4 tmeaſy about the Trade of this Nation, 
and induced to believe that it is in 
Danger of being ruined by thoſe very 
Laws which are a principal Means of 
preſerving it. 

AND by ſuch Aſſertions, the Ability of 
the Nation to maintain War, is diminiſhed 
in the Opinion of the People. 

Sven are the ill Conſequences which 
may reſult from publicly aſſerting, that 
People pay much more Money for, or in 
conſequence of, Taxes, than they really 
do pay ; and the Poſſibility of any ſuch 
Things happening, ſeemed to me a 
ſufficient Reaſon for contributing my 
Mite to prevent them, by making and 
publiſhing Calculations of the Taxes yearly 
paid by a Family of each Rank, —— 
or Claſs. 

IF I could have met with any 
Calculations of the ſame Kind, it is 
extremely probable there would have 
been fewer Errors in mine; but whatever 
Errors there may be, they will be eaſily 
found out, as every one of the following 
Calculations is independent of the other: 
ſo that any Perſon, who ſhall be deſirous 
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( 10) 

of examining into the Calculation made 
for that Rank, Degree or Claſs, which he 
is of, need not regard any of the other 
Calculations ; and the moſt conſiderable 
Taxes are either ſeparately expreſſed, or 
ſo claſſed, that I apprehend it will not be 
difficult to go through ſuch an 
Examination. 

IT is not to be expected that theſe 
Calculations, or any others of the ſame 
Kind, will ſhew the exact Sum each 
Family pays for Taxes ; becauſe Families 
of the ſame Rank, Degree or Claſs, do 
not all live at the ſame Rate of Expence, 
and conſequently do not all pay alike 
for Taxes. 

BuT if the Taxes on conſumable 
Commodities can be calculated for 
Families of each Rank, Degree or Claſs, 
ſo as to come within Two Pence or Three 
Pence in the Pound of the Money which 
thoſe Families really pay out of their 
Incomes, for ſuch Taxes, I apprehend it 
will be ſufficient; and though the ſame 
cannot be done in regard to the Land- 
Tax, yet this will ſignify little, ſince every 
Gentleman, or other Perſon, who hath 


an

an Eſtate in Land, knows how much 
the Tax upon it amounts to, and 
conſequently he cannot be miſled by the 
Land-Tax being put at the nominal Rate. 

As to the Payments in conſequence of 
Taxes, I cannot ſee any Reaſon for 
thinking that they make more than one 
Part in five of the Payments for Taxes, 
and the Payments in conſequence of 
Taxes, when added together : by which 
I mean, that for every Four Pounds, or 
Shillings paid for Taxes on conſumable 
Commodities, One Pound, or Shilling, 
muſt be added, for Payments in 
conſequence of Taxes ; but this Addition 
is not to be made on the Land-Tax, 
for that is out of the Queſtion. 

ACCORDING to my Calculation (No.1) 
a Nobleman, or Gentleman, who hath 
an Eſtate of Twenty Thouſand Pounds a 
Year in Land, pays £6,378 : 18: o for 
Taxes, when the Land-Tax is Four 
Shillings in the Pound, if his Land be 
aſſeſſed to the full yearly Value thereof: 
and of this Money there is paid for 
Taxes on conſumable Commodities, &c. 
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Now in my Way of eſtimating; the 
Money paid by ſuch a Nobleman, or 
Gentleman, in conſequence of Taxes, 
amounts to no more than Five Hundred 
and ninety four Pounds fourteen Shillings 
and Six-pence a Year. | 

TursE Calculations probably will be 
ſeen by ſome of thoſe ingenious Perſons 
who have calculated, that the Payments 
for, or in conſequence of, Taxes, take 
Twelve, or Fourteen Shillings in the 
Pound out of the Incomes, or Expences, 
of the People of this Nation ; and I wiſh 
that ſome of thoſe Perſons would be ſo 
good as to apply their Calculations to 
one Family of any Rank, Degree or 
Claſs, and to publiſh them in as plain a 
Manner as I have ſtated mine.
